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CIVIL WAR & RECONSTRUCTION TO 
WORLD WAR I 



For a brief period after the Civil War, the black American 
experienced some equality. Black men voted, held office at 
high levels, and otherwise had the privileges and responsi- 
biht.cs of full citizenship. Then repression began, the most 
obvious symbol of it being the Ku Khix Klan. By brute force 
and a web of laws and regulations, the black man North and 
South, was systematically reduced ^o a state of political, legal 
and economic impotence. This was a time of great black 
leaders, most of whom sought a way to full citizenship i„ the 
segregated, demeaning society which strangled the aspirations 
of black Americans. Still this was the period of westward 
expansion, and blacks helped develop the nation. The flight 
from the farms began, a flight which would eventually pro- 
duce the urban black ghettos. Near the end of the period the 
NAACP was formed. 

Many current social problems had their practical inception 
•n this era of American history. Segregated schooling, dis- 
enfranclnscment, miscegenation laws, restrictive housing 
covcnanis, job discrimination, all these and other restrictive 
laws and institutions were established. The black man was 
deprived of an equal opportunity and share in America's tre- 
mendous natural resources. There were no black "robber 
barons.

In this deceptively quiet period, the outstanding develop- 
ments related to l>Iack culture. Jazz became the epitome of 
American popular music. The Harlem renaissance produced 
a distinguished group of hlack writers, and black artists and 
performers excelled iii other fields. This affirmation of black 
culture was reflected in separatist movements such as that of 
Marcus Garvey and, to a degree, in the policies of religious 
groups. Lynch law prevailed in a social setting which, out- 
wardly, appeared so stable that change hardly seemed likely. 
But depression, repression, and growing urbanization com- 
bined to produce massive riots and other violent symptoms 
of distress. This then is best regarded as a formative period 
for attitudes and ideas which would gain strength and take 
new directions after World War II.

Events affecting or precipitated by blaek Americans have 
occnrred in rapi.I seqnence since 1945. All of American life 
and tbongbt has been changed by these events. Essentially the 
weh of repressive, discriminatory laws and institutions estab- 
l.shed after the Civil War is being torn apart strand by strand, 
and against the efforts of elen.ents in American society to 
protect or to replace those stran.ls in the interests of the 
status qno, economic on social advantage, or fear. It is a hard, 
frustratmg effort, one which evokes a wide range of response 
from those ,n the strnggle and on the sidelines. As freedom 
from d.senu.ination, as snch, is gained, blaek Americans 
ook to the.r place in the larger society and particularly to the 
losses they sustained because of discrimination. There are 
many voices, many parties, many movements. At this time, 
black Americans are closer to an understanding and full 
realization of themselves as Afro-Amcricans and as American 
citizens than ever before and they are firmly often fiercely 
determined to achieve both in full measure, cbjectives shared 
by the vast majority of American citizens. So one of the truly 
ereat stories in Americaii history nears a triumphant climax.
